LANSING. Kan—(/P)—An intensive 


tri-slate search by national guards- 
men and other officers resulted in 
recapture Sunday of one of the sev- 
en convicts who escaped from the 
Kansas penitentiary last Friday. 


Charles Clifton McArthur. 29, handi- 


capped by a leg injury suffered when 
he dropped over the prison wall and 
vanished into the darkness of early 
morning, was arrested without resis- 
tance in Kansas City. 


He said he knew nothing of the 


whereabouts of his confederates, two 
of whom kidnaped a school teacher 
in his motor car near Lansing and 
forced him to accompany them to 
Pawhuska, Okla., 
before 
being re- 


leased. 


MacArthur, captured by three de- 


tectivea as he stepped off a street car 
in Kansas City, was returned to Lans- 
ing and placed in the prison hospital. 
He is under sentence of five to 10 
years for second degree burglary. Pre- 
vious crimes of which he has been 
convicted include the slaying of an 
officer at Oklahoma City.

In the meantime, by passage 
of a refunding law. the state will be 
saved an dtime will be given in which 
to appraise properly any. inequalities 
in any measure which may be passed, 
after which, these m'ay be corrected 
at the regular session. Other sources 
of revenue will undoubtedly bo found 
which may be substituted for rev- 
enues to be produced by any refund- 
ing measure passed. It will make no 
diference with our creditors so long 
as they ore assured of a fixed amount 
of revenue. In other frords. they are 
not particularly concerned as to the 
Source of the revenue.

State Highway No. 29 runs over Soilth 
Main street from Sixteenth street to 
Third street. 


In 1927 a movement was organijed 


to pave South Main street, and the 
districts were lagally organized, and 
commissioners appointed, nnd engi- 
neers cmloyed. Then, the commis- 
sioners found that the cost of paving 
the street was more than the proper- 
ty holders could pay, and the com- 
missioners so reported to the city 
council in July, 1928, pnd the council 
entered an order dissolving the dis- 
trict, because the properly holders 
felt unable to pay the cost of paving 
the streets. That was in July, JJ28. 
In October, 1928. the Arkansas legis- 
lature, in special session, passed Act 
No. 8. wherein the state agreed to pay 
tall' of the cost of paving any street 
that is a continuation of the state 
highway system. The act became a 
contract between the state on the one 
hand and the Municipal Districts on 
the other. 


The 
Stale 
Highway Commission 


wrote to the property holders on 
South Main street in Hope. Ark., tell- 
ing them of this Act No. 8, and calling 
attention to the fact that the state 
would pay \\n half of the cost. The 
property holders believed that the 
stale would live up to its contract, and 
they organized new districts to make 
the paving. The districts were organ- 
ized in the early part of 1929 .and they 
had to organise four districts in order 
to pel enough property valuation to 
justify the bond issues, but all four 
districts together include only the 
13'/i blacks of paverrtent on South 
Main street, over which runs State 
Highway No. 29. No parollel streets 
were included, and no side streets 
back past the property line, fhcse 
four districts to pave South Moin 
street were organized in the early 
part of 1929. and issued the bonds to- 
taling $66,400.00. for the four districts, 
as follows:

Arc you, as mem- 
bers of the legislature, going to be a 
party to the State breaking its word 
to these people?

The $9 
000 of Slate Aid Certificates bore 4% 
per cent interest, payable semi-<an- 
nually, and were due serially at the 
same time that the district bonds nnd 
interest were flue. So the property 
holders on South Main street bonded 
their property for ?G(i,0(M. of which 
amount the stale was to pay $26,000, 
and the property holders the remain- 
ing $40,000.

ise of the slate to those 70 property 
holders was made in 1928. State aid 
certificates were issued in 1929. But, 
for the promise of Ibe state to live up 
to its contract, and pay its $2(5,000.

If the state 
falls down on Hs promise to the prop- 
erty holders, then they must either 
pay the entire $66.000 or lose their 
homes.

Alcohol Inventory 
Asked January 12 


Federal Order Must Be 


Complied With in Next 


30 Days 


WASHINGTON.—A complete inven- 


tory of all distilled spirits, including 
alcohol, rectified spirits, wines, cor- 
dials, etc., in the United States must 
be taken by persons 
holding such 


stocks as of the date of January 12, 
1934, according to an order just tele- 
graphed to all collectors of internal 
revenue by Commissioner Guy 
T. 


Helvering. The order provides that 
these returns must be filed with the 
collectors within 30 days. 


The 
commissioner instructed all 


collectors "to notify at once by tele- 
graph, telephone, field deputies and 
or newspaper publicity" all persons 
and concerns required to pay floor 
taxes on liquor or wines stock that 
these inventories must be taken in 
triplicate, effective at the beginning 
of business on January 12, 1934. 


Collectors of internal revenue are 


instructed to "notify each distiller 
proprietor of industrial alcohol plant 
bonded 
warehouse, tax-free ware- 


house or agency, winery, bonded wine 
storeroom, wholesale liquor dealer 
retail liquor dealer, rectifying plant 
and manufacturer having alcohol or 
other distilled spirits or wines on 
hand for use in the manufacture or 
production of other articles intendec 
for sale." 


Each kind of spirits, wines, etc. 


must be listed separately, and in th 
case of distillers' or winemakers' orig- 
inal packages or cases of bottled-in 
bond spirits, the serial numbers of the 
packages or cases and name of dis- 
tiller or winemaker must be shown 
also the wine gallons, proof and proo 
gallons distilled spirits, alcohol anc 
rectified spirits must be given, and 
the wines must be separated by alco- 
holic content. 


The commissioner also pointed out 


that special care must be taken to 
enter on a separtte list all goods not 
on the premises of the taxpayer but 
held by the taxpayer and stored else- 
where, or consigned direct to him and 
in transit on the date of January 12, 
1934, giving the name of the consign- 
or and any goods consigned by the 
party making inventory.
